The rule is that National Bank 
Examiners shall go through the banks once a 
year, and unless something happens to call 
special attention to the institution’s discredit 
the Examiner does not call oftener. This-is 
the very time, however, when he should keep 
away and give the bank a chance. If iet 
alone banks would usually pull through, but 
when the Examiner comes the jig is up. The 
remedy is for the Government to have 
Examiners enough to make the rounds every 
two or three months, and if everything is 
not satistactory the wrongs could be righted 
before the entire bank is involved and a 
smashup ensues. If the Bank Examiner had 
done his duty by the Fidelity,“ concluded 
Harper tremuleusly, “I would never have 
been nere.

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2 RAILROAD MEN PROTEST. 


THE PROPOSAL TO MAKE FARES TWO 
“CENTS A MILE IN IOWA. 


Officials of the Leading Roads Appear 
Before the Legisiative Committee and 
Plead Their Case—Remonstrances from 
Other Quarters — The Defeat of the 
Measure Predicted—An Increase of the 
Powers of the Commissioners Probable. 

Des Mornzs, Ia., Feb. 7.— [Special.] There 
has been a general influx of railroad men 
and their attorneys to this city today to pre- 
sent before the Railroad Committees of the 
Senate and House their reasons why a pas- 
senger rate of two cents a mile shouid not 
be made by the Legislature and also why 
that body should not adopt some regulations 
in regard to freight charges. Among the men 
representing the different roads who. were 
present at the committee meetings were: 
C. G. Wicker and Judge Hubbard, represent- 
ing the Chicago & Northwestern; E. T. Jef- 
frey, Illinois Central; A. V. H. Carpenter, 
J. W. Cary, and J. F. Tucker, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul; E. P. Ripley ana J. W. 
Blythe, Chicago, Burlington & Quincy; W. 
M. Sage, Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific: C. 
J. Ives. Burlington, Cedar Rapids & North- 
ern; and George C..McMichaels, Chicago, St. 
Pau! & Kansas City. 

Judge Hubbard addressed the House Com- 
mittee on Railroads this morning. He spoke 
at considerable length upon the question of 
freight rates, and said that Iowa was pe- 
culiarly located in regard to this question. If 
Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, Minne- 
sota, or Wisconsin should fix a maximum 
rate of freight charges it would afford 
every citizen in each of those States a 
market within its own borders, for each 
of them have cities which are competitive 
points with the markets of the world. Iowa 
alone must cross the State line for a market. 
He said only a small amount of Iowa freight 

be governed by laws passed by 

this Legislature, as the bulk of it went out- 
side State, and he urged that the law of 
competition would make the rates reasonable. 
He also cited figures to show the reduction in 
rates from Chicago to different points on 
the Chi & Northwestern’s line in Iowa, 
taking 1871 and 1888 as the years for compar- 
isons. He claimed that under the 100-mile 
rate lowa has the cheapest rate of any sur- 
rounding State except Illinois, and he said 
the rates in the latter State were made lower 
to equalize the lengths of the different lines 
from Chicago to the Mississippi River. 

In regard to the proposed two-cent-a- 
mile passenger fare, he said that should 
Iowa t such a law it would com- 
pel railroad west of Chicago and 
nver to make the same rate, 
and he predicted that in sixty days from the

J. F. Tucker followed and presented quite 
an array of figures to show that the returns 
from both passenger and freight traffic were 
not unreasonable in view of the accommoda- 
tions furnished the people. Heclaimed that 
the sleeping-car service on the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul brought them in debt 
each month, and the dining-car service as 
well. He did not believe a two-cent rate 
would result in an increase of passengers, 
and said that to place the roads in 
the same position that they are now, ifa 
two-cent rate was made, would require 
double as many passengers. He asserted 
that with a reduction of rates of passengers 
and freight the roads would be compelled to 
cut down the number of employés and 
reduce the wages of those who re- 
mained in their service. During his 
remarks Mr. Tucker was asked a number 
of questions, amon others what he 
considered the value of arailroad. He said 
that, no matter what a railroad cost, it was 
worth just what it will earn, a 6 per cent 
rate being reasonable. He also stated that 
the local travel in Iowa would not pay for the 
running of passenger-trains, and that the 
average through rate was two and one-quar- 
ter cents a mile and the average local rate 
two and four-tenths cents a mile. 

In regard to freight rates he said Iowa was 
well treated and that in the transportation 
of lumber, live stock, corn, and coal Iowa 
had a lower rate than filinois. He said there 
were too many railroads already ana that 
competition was so fierce they have to 
resort to rate wars, which hecharacterized as 
„contests to insure more lasting peace.“ 

After his remarks the committee adjourned 
until tomorrow at 9a. m., when two hours 
will be given to hearing other arguments 
upon the question. One of the members said 
tonight that he would offer a resolution in 
the morning that the representatives of the 
railroad employés who are present be heard 
first. The Board of islation of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
the Order of Railwa Conductors 
and of Brakemen and Firemen are in 
joint convention and have appointed com- 
mittees to wait upon the legislative commit- 
tees and argue nst the two-cent rate.

A Fellow, a Windbag, a Braggart, and a 
Blower, 

New York, Feb. 7.— [Special. — Gen. Sher- 
man said today regarding Gen. Wade Hamp- 
ton’s recent article in the Charleston (S. C.) 
Sunday News bitterly attacking him and 
charging him with the burning of Columbia, 
S. C., in 1865: ; 

„Why. bless your soul, I have no answer to 
make to this stuff. Lord bless you, it isn’t 
worth the trouble. It's such an old, old 
story. Wade Hampton knows as well 
as I do that 1 didn’t burn Colum- 
ma, but that he did. The streets of 
the town were piled with cotton bales, which 
Wade Hampton and his troops before they 
ran away had set fire to. We scattered the 
burning bales and did what we could to ex- 
tinguish them—-not for the sake of the town, 
mind you, but to clear the way for our am- 
munition-train. There is just this about the 
destruction of Columbia: I didn’t shed any 
tears when it was burning, but I didn’t play 
the fiddle as old Nero did at the time of the 
conflagrat‘on in Rome. I didn’t set fire to it, 
neither did my men. On the contrary, Wade 
Hampton started the fire, and we tried to 
save it for our own convenience. It 
wasn’t worth burning down. It was 
a wretched. little place—of no more 
account to us than a stump by the 
roadside, It was merely a stopping place 
for the 7 25 I had more important things 
to think of than the burning of this stump by 
the roadside. | was on my way to Richmond.

It's of no consequence to me, but I 
suppose it’s ol a. deal of consequence to 
Wade Hampton down there to try and show 
his nenghbors and friends that he didn’t burn 
it before he ran away.

tion—Strong Belief that the Bill Will.

Wasmxorox, D. C., Feb. 7.—[Special.)— | 


The House Committee on Territories con- 
cluded its consideration of Mr. Springer’s 
bill for the organization of the Territory of 


a Oklahoma today, and authorized the bill to be 


reported to the House with a favorable rec. 
ommendation. The committee was practic- 
ally unanimous—only one member of the 
committee, and he was absent, was known to 
be opposed to its passage. The committee 
recommended some amendments which are 
important, many of which were proposed by 
the Chairman, and all agreed to by him. One 
amendment provides for a highway sixty- 
four feet wide around every section of land 
in the Territory. Another reseryes not less 
than ten nor more than twenty acres in 
each town site for parks and other public 
purposes. The third amendment more com- 
pletely guards the rights of homesteaders 
and enables them to protect their holdings 
as against the rapacity of landgrabbers, and 
the fourth provides that the lands in Greer 


County shall not be subject to the provisions 


of the bill until the question of title be final- 
ly decided in favor of the United States.

PAUPER AND INSANE IMMIGRANTS. 


The Commissioner of Emigration Tells 
Wes ers How to Get Rid of Them. 
CasTLE RDEN, New York, Feb. 4.—[Ed- 
itor of The Tribune.|—The reproduction of 
my recent letter to the Hon. A. J. Holmes, 
member of Congress from Iowa, with refer- 
ence to insane and pauper immigrants, 
which, as I am informed, appeared in your 
issue of Jan. 20, has elicited much thought 
and comment from citizens of promirence in 
the West. Iam in receipt of many inquiries 
asking information as to how relief can be 
had from the care and support of these im- 


migrant paupers. 

I will thank you much (if you regard the 
subject worth notice) if you will inform the 
people of the West that the only remedy I 
know of is for the authorities of any Stat 
county, or town who are burdened or tax 
for the support of this class of immigrants 
to return all to the Commissioners of Emi- 
gration or the Collector of the port at which 
— pauper immigrants were permitted to 
and. 


The act of Congress approved Aug. 3, 1882, 
provides that there shall levied, collected, 
and paid a duty of 50 cents for each and 
every passenger not a citizen of the United 
States who shall come by steam or sail ves- 
sel from a forei port to any portin the 
United States. The said duty s be paid 
to the Coilector of Customs of the port to 
which such passenger shall come, or if there 
be no Collector at such port then to the Col- 
lector of Customs nearest thereto, by the 
master, owner, agent, or consignee of every 
such vessel within twenty-four hours after 
the entry thereof into such port. The money 
thus collected shall be paid into the United 
States Treasury, and shall constitute a fund 
to be called the Immigrant fund, and shail be 
used under the direction of the Secretary of 
the Treasury to defray the expense of reg- 
ulating immigration under this act and for 
the care of immigrants arriving in the Unit- 
ed States, for the relief of such as are in dis- 
tress, and for the general purposes and ex- 
penses of carrying this act into effect; but no 
greater sum shall be expended for the pur- 
poses hereinbefore mentioned at any port 
than shall have been collected at such port.: 

It is manifestiy unjust, in view of the fact 
that at this port there is a surplus of more 
than $130,000 in the Treasury of the United 
States, every dollar of which is applicable to 
the care and support of gmmigrants who are 
in distress or need of blic aid and were 
permitted to land at the Portof New York, 
that any State, county, or town should be 
burdened or taxed for the care and reat ede 
of this indigent class. The remedy 1s in their 
own hands if they will but exercise it. Let 
them return every insane or pauper immi- 
grant to the port at which he arrived and 
compel the Commissioners of Emigration or 
the Collector of such port to provide and care 
for such from the Immigrant fund, as provid- 
ed for in the act of Congress, and my word for 
it in a short time the West will have less 
complaint to make of pauper immigrants. Re-

Albert Kennett Arraigned for the Murder 
of Anna Dannel in La Crosse, Wis. 

La Crosse, Wis., Feb. 7.—[Special.]—Al- 
bert Kennett, accused of killmg Anna Dan- 
nel, alias Dickie Denier, arrived here this 
morning in charge of an officer from Peters- 
burg, III., and was taken directly to the 
county jail.

BISMARCK’S MESSAGE OF PEACE. 

The full text of Bismarck’s speech gives 
large and ample assurances of peace, made 
in the most confident manner and guaranteed 
by extraordinary securities, so far as Ger- 
many is concerned. If he omits any mention 
of Austria it is unques thonably due to the 
certainty that the danger of one would be the 
concern of both, and that, as against their 
union, no Power will be so rash as to take 
the field. One may well pardon the patriotic 
vanity of the Iron Chancellor as he surveys his 


work. To him more than to any other are due 


the consolidation and unification of the Ger- 
man Empire. He can now boast that he has 
made that Empire strong enough to resist at- 
tack and dictate peace. The passage of the 
$70,000,000 Military Appropriation bill and 
the enrollment of 700,000 more men, hitherto 
not expected to do duty beyond the frontier, 
into the ‘active force of the army by the 
unanimous vote of the Reichstag not only 


Teutonicus” will make it respected. In 
this work of cementing the German Father- 
land and then making it so strong that it 
has no dangers to fear, the great Chancellor 
has undoubtedly achieved the ambition of 
his life and may well exclaim with a pride 
warranted by circumstances: 


We Germans fear God and nothing else in the 
world. Fear ot God makes us wish to foster 
peace. He who breaks the peace will arrive at 
the conviction that the warlike and exultant 
love of fatheriand, such as summoned the whole 
population of Prussia to arms in 1813, is acommon

Another guarantee of peace between Ger- 
many and Russia is contained in the mag- 
nanimous concessions which Bismarck makes 
to that Power—assuming them to be genuine 
and not inspired by Bismarckian sarcasm, 
notwithstanding his frank admission that his 
friendly feelings for her have cooled. He 
gives Europe to understand that the recent 
interview with the Czar was of a pacific char- 
acter. He reviews the history of the Berlin 
congress and shows that he not only obtained 
for Russia all that she desired, but also se- 
cured the friendly offices of Engiand. He 
shows that in the Bulgarian controversy of 
1885 he favored tthe demands of Rus- 
Bia, though not to . 
forcing them by arms. He even goes 
to the extent of saying’ that if Russia 
by diplomatac means proposes the inter- 
vention of the Sultan he shali consider ita 
duty loyal to German policy to support her so 
far as it is compatible with the terms of the 
treaty, and he adds with that sarcasm which 
is peculiar to him: “Bulgaria will not 
object with sufficient strength to plunge 
Europe for its sake from Moscow to the 
Pyrenees, from the North Sea to Palermo, 
into a war the issue of which no man can 
foresee. Perhaps after such a war we should 
surely know what we had fought for.” If 
these declarations mean anything they mean 
that he considers the Bulgarian controversy 
as a secondary matter in which Germany 
has no interest, and if Russia shall obtain 
control over that province by diplomatic 
means Germany will support her. 

The logical effect of this remarkable speech 
has been to restore the European equilibrium 
and to quiet the rumors of war. Its frank- 
ness will have an equally quieting effect in 
Paris, London, Rome, and St. Petersburg, 
and if the Czar has the courage to resist the 
pressure of his war partisans the clouds will 
soon dissipate. So far as Germany is con- 
cerned, for seventeen years she has not pre- 
sented so remarkable a spectacle as the out- 
burst of patriotic enthusiasm with which this 
speech was welcomed and the unanimity

He would be less 
than human did he not regard with pride the 
remarkable tribute of patriotic applause paid 
to him by all Germany. With not less pride 
will the German people regard the spectacle 
of their stern old Chancellor demanding and 
enforcing peace between factious States. 


PLATT’S DEFENSE OF TRUSTISM. 

Senator Platt of Connecticut might as well 
come out openly and defend the trust com- 
bines on the theory adopted by Aldrich of 
Rhode Island. The latter representative of 
the trust combinations holds that competi- 
tion is unchristian and barbarous, and, in 
fact, nothing better than the merciless doc- 
trine of the “survival of the fittest.“ In an 
enlightened state of society he thinks nvalry 
between manufacturers and producers should 
disappear, and, instead of competition being 
the life of trade, everything should be sold 
according to the established card-rate of 
prices, and tradesmen should make war on 
one another no more. Platt ought to give in 
his adherence to this transeendental doc- 
trine and deciare in favor of rewriting po- 
litical economy. Placing his defense of 
trustism on h tarian grounds Platt 
might claim some measure of consistency for 
his argument, and while rejoicing over a 
daszling theory would at least escape the 
pitiful quibbling which distinguished his 
recent attempt to prove that trusts are in no- 
wise fostered by a high tariff. 

Referring specifically to the Standard Oil 
Trust, the great Gogebic Iron Trust, and the 
Coal Trust, Platt says there is “not a dollar of 
protection on anthracite coal or oil, and none 
on iron-ore that would lead to the formation 
of a trust.“ There are trusts and trusts, but, 
as Platt well knows, the one thing needful 
to the organization of such a combination is 
the absence of foreign competition, and this 
may be excluded by natural causes or by an 
artificially maintained tariff wall. An Oil 
Trust or a Gas Trust deals in a product not 
imported, and hence stands in precisely the 
same position as though protected by a pro- 
hibitory tariff, and, being rid of foreign com- 
petition, needs only avail itself of a monopoly 
charter or a federation of home producers to 
stifle domestic competition and possess the 
entire field. A trust dealing in non-importa- 
ble gas or oil does not need the fostering in- 
fluence of the tariff and could gain nothing 
from high duties, but this is no reason why 
other industries should have the aid of the 
law to give them a like monopoly and enable 
them to bleed the public at pleasure. Be-

artificial monopoly, suppress domestic com- 
tion, and charge up to the fuil umit of a 
to shut out foreign rivalry? 

Senator Platt cannot pettifog this question 
by confusing together the trusts which owe 
their freedom from foreign competition to 
natural causes and those which gain such 
immunity through the imposition of tariff 
bounties. The life of a dealing in im- 
portable articles or prod depends on the 
exclusion of foreign competition by a tariff 
wall. Without this aid no such trust can be 
maintained. A fair tariff ought to be high 
enough to protect home manutacturers 
against the bankrupt stocks of other coun- 
tries, but not high enough to enable them to 
combine among themselves, monopolize the 
home market, and charge unreasonable and 
extortionate prices. The tariff should be so 
adjusted that when trust.combines organize 
for purposes of extortion foreign competi- 
tion may flowin aud break the monopoly. 
Senator Platt and other trust protectionists 
know perfectly well that excessive duties 
put a premium on trusts, and their only pur- 
pose in harping on the rapacious combina- 
tions, supported by a natural instead of an 


people while they are fileeced by trust com- 
bines of every sort. 


THE CONTROLLER'S BECOMMENDATIONS. 

Controller Burley in submitting his annual 
financial report to the City Council Monday 
evening recommended reductions in nearly 
all the estimates reported by the various 
heads of departments, The resources of the 
city will not permit concurrence in the ex- 
travagant proposals of the department chiefs, 
and the Controller is judicious and discrimi- 
nating in recommending reductions. The 
municipal income from taxation, saloon and 
other licenses, and miscellaneous sources 
this year will be about $5,364,000. The esti- 
mates of the Controller for work to be paid 
for out of this fund amount to within a few 
thousand dollars of the income. The esti- 
mates of the department chiefs exceed it by 
about a million and a half. Economy as rec- 
ommended. by the Controller must be on- 
forced by the Council. Economic as well as 
municipal law requires that the city expend- 
itures shall be kept within the city’s income. 

The following table will indicate the items 
in which the Controller has made the princi- 
pal reductions. The appropriations of last 
year are included for the purpose of compari- 
son:

The estimates of the Department of Public 


Works suffer most at the Controller's hands. 
The chiefs of the various bureaus of this 
branch of the municipal service have vied 
with each other in swelling the total esti- 
mate. The amount recommended by the Con- 
troller is $150,000 more than was appropriated 
for last year. Some of the bureau estimates 
| include the cost of building viaaucts and ap- 
proaches. The railroad companies, whose 
operations have rendered the construction of 
such viaducts necessary, should be made to 
pay the entire expense. Mr. Burley has ap- 
plied the economical knife wisely in this 
case. A large slice is also cut off 
the appropriation for the Police De- 
partment. The police force of the 
city was added to considerably last year 
andthe previous year. It is now quite ade- 
quate to the needs of the city: At least there 
is no need for such an increase as Superin- 
tendent Ebersold asks for. Mr. Burley also 
believes that the Board of Education ought 
to be able to manage this year with a sum 
equal to that appropriated last year: If the 
fads are abolished and proper economy is 
‘observed in other matters this can be done. 

The only other item which calls for special 
comment is that for street lamps. We have 
been led to infer that on account of the an- 
ticipated reduction in the price of gas, par- 
ticularly in the West Division, and through 
the reduction in the size of the burners in 
that section there would be a saving of nearly 
$150,000 to the municipality io this item alone. 
Surely this amount will not be necessary to 
provide for the illumination of nitherto un- 
lighted portions of the city. The item for 
street. lamps will stand paring. Of what 
benefit 1s it to the people of Chicago that the 
rate shall be reduced if the aggregate to be 
paid outis the same as before and $100,000 
more than it ought to be? The Council 
Finance Committee ought to attend to this 
matter. The Controller has mapped out the 
prudent course for the committee to follow 
in other directions. 


STATE BANK CHARTERS. 

Proceedings are now pending before Judge 
Altgeld of this city which are of no incon- 
siderable importance to the State at large. 
We refer to the quo warranto in the case of 
Bernstein against the Chicago Trust & 
Savings Bank, the object of which is to wind 
that bank up and wipe it out on the ground 
that it is doing business under an illegal 
charter. So far as that particular bank is 
concerned the case is not entitled to special 
consideration by the public. The elimination 


ot one bank from Chicago, especially one of 


the youngest members of the financial house- 
hold, never would be missed; but if the 
charter of that institution were declared 
nuli and void the legal bottom of many ot 
the strongest banksin the State, including 
two or three well-known and first-class Chi- 
cago banks, would drop out. Such being the 
case, it behooves Judge Altgeld to move 
cautiously and make no mistakes. 

The bank in question is doing business 
under a charter granted prior to the adop- 
tion of the present State Constitution. The 
original name was the Peninsular Loan & 
Trust Company, which was changed in ac- 
cordance with the authority granted and pro- 
visions made by the act of 1872. The valid- 
ity of that statute was not seriously ques. 
tioned for fourteen years. In the meanwhile 
a great many corporations having banking 
powers availed themselves of its privileges. 
But finally in a case which attracted little at- 
tention during its pendency the Supreme 
Court of Illinois held the act unconstitution- 
al. The ground of that decision was that it 
was an attempt at banking legislation with- 
out submission of the same to a vote of the 
people. Tus Trisvune believes the decision 
to rest on solid ground. But it does not fol- 
low by any means that the banks which re- 
organized to a greater or less extent in ac- 
cordance with the act of 1872 should be 
summarily dealt with. On the contrary, the 
long lapse of time, during which everybody 
had aright to assume that the statute was 
valid, gives some rights. In even real estate 
twenty years of undisputed occupancy give 
a clear title. The courts should give reason- 
able time in which to remedy the defect in 
the organic rights of these institutions. In 
the case referred to Judge Altceld said 
it was rather a novelty, and he would con- 
sider the motion to stay the judgment. This 
was the common-sense view ot the situation 
and treatment of the issue involved. 

Soon after the Supreme Court haa rendered 
its invalidating decision the General Assem- 
bly con vened. and among the acts of 1887 is 
one providing, among other things, for a sub- 
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connection with the election of next Novem- 


ber. No general State election was held last 


tall. It is not certain that the people will 


ratify the act; but that is possible. In the 
meanwhile there should be a stay of proceed- 


ings in all cases growing out of the Supreme 


Court decision in question. 


MORE LIGHT ON GAS. 
The letter of Ald. Gile, published in Tun 


TRIBUNE of yesterday, tells a large yesh we 


the story about the Gas Trust. The case is 
_stated in only an approximate way, but it is 
put mildly, and even the gas men can scarce- 
ly complain that the statement does them an 
injustice. Yet, according to the figures cited 
by him, the actual value of the property on 
which the people should pay enough to yield 
a fair rate of interest is only 30 per cent of 
the entire capitalization. The other 70 per 
cent is water, on which the parties who have 
injected it hope and expect to collect divi- 
dendsin the future. Itis this 70 per cent, 
being more than two-thirds of the whole, 
that constitutes the difference between the 
Gas Trust people and the public. It is a big 
one. 

This fact cannot be kept too prominently 
in the front in all future discussions of the 
relations of the two parties—the gas people 


on the one hand, the consumers an the other. 


The question of quality of the gas supplied is 
a minor point, though not a small one. It is 
a mere side issue. Sc is the talk about pro- 
jected improvements, which will amount to 
less than the sum which it is proposed wrong- 
fully to extract from the pockets off gur citi- 
zens in a single year, The one great thing, 
not to be lost sight of for a moment, is that 
the people who burn gas in this city, whether 
in their buildings or the streets, are asked to 
pay interest on some $25,000,000 which has no 
actual existence, and for the creation of 
which there is not the shadow of justifica- 


tion except what is conferred by the old 


claim that “might makes right.” 

It should also be borne in mind that the de- 
cline in the price of South Side gas to $1 was 
effected at a time when those in the business 
were learning how to manufacture the arti- 
cle more cheaply, and that, though this was 
brought about by increasing competition, the 
price was not. reduced beyond the figure 
warranted by the changed cost of produc- 
tion. The facts recently stated by Mr. Burtis 
prove this, though he did not say it in 80 
many words. The Consumers’ Company ap- 
proached bankruptey not because its price 
was too low, but for the reason that its 
patronage was too small. One dollar per 
1,000 feet is amply sufficient to pay a good 
protit on the cost of producing gas now, with 
a fair rate of interest upon all the capital in- 
vested in the business. The companies, or 
the trust, may succeed in forcing the 
city and the citizens to pay more 
than that for the current year, but the indi- 


| cations are that it will only amount to a mak- 


ing of hay while the sun shines and that 
the forcing of a larger sum will hasten the 
time when the people can obtain all the gas 
they want for much less than that without 
having to ask leave of the trust. In view of 
all the facts it must be concluded that the 
present policy of the gas people is a suicidal 
one. The rod they have put in pickle for the 
citizens of Chicago can scarcely prove to be 


anything but a boomerang.

Strange “Protection to American Labor” 
in the La Salle Zinc Works. 

Chicago News: A local protectionist journal 
cites the case of a protected industry not a thou- 
sand miles from Chicago which, it claims, could 
not be carried on without a high tariff and which, 
in case of any reduction of the tariff, could only be 
carried on by lowering the wages of its employés. 
The idea is reiterated by the proprietors of this 
industry that they could get along quite well 
without any so-called protection to “ American 
la bor.“ but that, at the same time, their laborers 
would be the sufferers. 

The proprietors of this industry further sey: 
“We have 51 Americans. 64 American-born Ger- 
mans and Poles, 46 American-born Irish boys 
and young men, 11 English, and 356 Poles and 
Germans working in our factory.“ 

Thus, these proprietors of this protected in- 
dustry admit that all that has been done by it 
toward protection to American labor has been to 
employ 367 foreigners to 161 men of American 
birth in their works. 

Now, in view of the above statement, and of 
the fact that these works have been in operation 
onan extensive scale only since 1866, it is evi- 
dent that in a few years there will not be a single 
American employed inthem. So that the high- 
est result of such protection as is afforded them 
will be to transfer European pauper labor to 
America in larger and larger proportions, with 
the additional result of reducing this protected 
industry to the condition of that of Pennsylvania 
mining. What that condition is may be seen by 
the daily accounts of the risings of this same 
foreign imported pauper labor against its op- 
pressors. 


The Blight of Labor.

Were Carried Out They Would Prove

‘COCOANUT. WHISKY. 


How Refreshments Are Prepared in New 
York for Prohibition Communities. 
New York World; “There 1s still a large 
business done with Maine, Vermont, Iowa, 
four great Prohibition 
States,” said a nt street wine and liquor 
merchant, but the trade is not what it 


used to be. The danger of losing the goods 
by confiscation and of having agents 

„ fined, and imprisoned is 80 
great that but very few of us care to 
take the A few of us, however, enjoy 
the fight and keep it up. The great point of 
the trade is sending liquorin such form or 

that the excise constables and tem- 
perance spies will not recognize it. The best 
idea we got from the soldiers on Governor’s 
Island. During and alter the war the rules 
were very strict against bringing liquor there 
tdrunk 
all the time in the most unaccountable man- 
ner. After awhile the commandant got tired 
and ordered an investigation, and he found 
that the men took their muskets with them 
each time they visited the city and had the 
barrels filled with rum or whatever they 
preferred. We applied this idea to the Maine 
trade and sent gas-pipes, water-pipes, and 


even sewer-pipes filled with Jersey light- 


ning «nd secufely plugged in the best style. 
„The best system was the filled cocoanut. 
You know, probably, that sometimes the con- 
tents of a cocoanut will ferment and pro- 
duce a sour beer of some sort. I never drank 
it myself, but Iam told that it is not so very 
bad and that it is strong. We took nature’s 
hint, tapped the nuts through the eyes, 
washed or scalded out the interior, filled it 
with liquor and sealed the eyes with a wax 
that was a wonderfullv imitation of the 
natural substance. We packed these whisky 
cocoanuts so that the barrel contained three 
rows of ordinary nuts at the top and bottom. 
Any one, 1 a constable, opening a 
barrel would get an ordinary nut, no matter 
from what end he started. This scheme 
lasted quite atime.

Becoming Somewhat Complicated— 
Fears that a Freight-Rate War Is In- 
pending—The Grand Trunk Differential 
—Changes Among Rallway Officials. 


The reductions in rates yesterday were not so 
great as Monday. Most of the railroad mana- 
gers prefer that rates should drop to rock bottom, 
The first cut yesterday was on lumber, 
to Omaha, which was reduced from 11 to 10 cents, 
the same as made the day before to Kansas City. 
Agricultural implements to all Missouri River 
points were cut from 16 to 14 cents, The Rock 
Island learned that the Minnesota & Northwest- 
ern had made a stil] further cut in rates between 
Chicago and Des Moines. It therefore an- 
nounced its rates between those points at 25, 
20, 15, 12%, 10, and 8 cents for the various classes, 
subject to the Eastern official classification. 
These rates have not been met by the Minnesota 
& Northwestern, and the Burlington and other 
roads having lines to Des Moines went out of 
that business. The above rates do not apply on 
grain, flour, and milistuffs, but on all other arti- 
cles. The Milwaukee & St. Paul and Rock 
Island issued tariffs in the morning applying the 
cut rates to all points on the Union Pacific under 
the old tripartite division agreement. The 
Union Pacific protested against this action and 
demanded full local rates from the Missouri 
River west, but its connections declined to heed 
the protest. The rates between Chicago and 
Lincoln and Fremont, Neb., now are: First 
class, 30% cents; second, 30; third, 27; fourth, 23; 
fifth, 17; A, 19; B. 19; C, 18; D, 18%; and E. 18; 
subject to Western classification. The reduced 
class rates made by the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Monday evening between Chicago and all Missou- 
ri River points, based upon 3444 cents first class, 
have been met by all other lines. The Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul's object in reducing rates was to 
force the St. Louis lines to abandon their differ- 
entials in favor of St. Louis and to place the Chi- 
cago lines on the same basis from ee 
Kansas City. Upon that principle the St. ul 

esterday made the following rates between Sa- 

ula, la., Savanna, IL, and — City. Omaha, 
and other Missouri River points, which rates the 
St. Louis lines are compelled to meet: First 
class, 14% cents; second, third, and fourth, 10 
cents; Aifth, 9 cents; A, B. C, D, and EB, 8% cents; 
subject to Western classification. The grain 
rate from Omaha and Council Bluffs to 
was reduced from 2 to 19 cents, but the rates 
from Western Iowa points are also 19 cents. This 
is still 9 cents more than is charged on grain 
from Kansas City and St. Joseph to

An Eastern Freight War.
